A WITNESS CONFESSES. 


He Killed a Han While Crazed 


With Liquor. 


NORTH YAKIMA, Wash., October 9.— 


Early in the morning of Juno 18th last 
Tex Bagwell, a notorious gambler, was 
shot in the back and killed while going 
home. 
His murderer was never dis- 


covered, hut Frank Lavonme, Omar 
Harvey and L. D. Joslyn were arrested 
:on complaint of Detective Willie. They 
demanded separate trials, and La- 
vorgne'a trial commenced today. Omar 
Harvey, one of the defendants, waa 
culled as a witness and made u full con- 
feaaion. He is 19 years old. He uuid 
that while crazed with liquor he waited 
in the shadow for Bagwell's approach 
and killed him with a rifle previously 
handed him by Lavergne. Harvey aaid 
that Lavergne told him he had been of- 
fered $2000 by Mrs. Bagwell to put her 
husband out of the way, and that La- 
vergno offered Mm half. Ho refused to 
commit the crime until Lavergue made 
him drunk and thrust the rite into his 
hamia.

A Santa Barbara Murderer De- 


clared Insane by Experts. 


SAN QUKSTIS, October 9.—Governor 


Markham has commuted to life impris- 
oument tho sentence of Antone Vital, 
who was to have been hanged in the 
penitentiary hero on Friday next for 
the murder of a Chinese washhouse 
keeper at Santa Barbara. Dr. A. O. 
Clark, superintendent of the Stockton 
insane asylum, and Dr. A. M. Gardner, 
superintendent ot the Napa insane asy- 
lum, examined tho prisoner and both 
pronounced Vital unquestionably insane. 
Gardner says he will probably continue 
insane as long as he lives. In his report 
to Warden Bale Dr. Gardner declared 
should the officials carry the execution 
into effect it would be nothing less than 
judicial murder. In accordance with the 
recommendations of the doctors the 
death sentence bas been commuted and 
Vital will bo sent to an insane asylum 
immediately.

What would Obino be without her beet 
fielde and ber sugar factory? A fertile 
Taller witb a few inhabitants and little 
industrial activity. 
Think of putting 


over $110,000 into circulation in a com- 
munity of tbe size of Ohino in one 
month, and than consider tbat opera- 
tion repeated for several months, and a 
person can form some conception of tbe 
Yalae to Ohino and tbe surrounding 
country of the beet sugar industry. 
From $300,000 to 1400,000 a year is paid 
out to tbe sugar beet growers of Ohino 
and vicinity, and all the neighboring 
towns feel the beniBcent effects of it.

GRAPING 
THE RAISINS. 


Rules Which Inspectors Will Strict- 


ly Enforce. 


A circular letter lias been sent out by 


Raisin Inspector T. C. White, laying 
down rules for sorting and inspecting 
raisins under tho authority of tho State 
of California Raisin Growers' and Pack- 
ers' company. Growers as well as pack- 
ers will lind something of interest in 
these rules: 
All three and four-crown grades, hav- 


ing an excess of under cured berries, 
must be sorted over and tho said 
under cured berries removed therefrom. 


The two-crown grade having an ex- 


cess of sour, burned berries, produced 
by being picked too green, should be 
run through the grader a second time, 
BO aa to separate the burned berries 
from those which are otherwise in prime 
condition. 
All seedless muscatella muflt be run 


through the grader a second time, so afl 
to separate all trash and large seeded 
berries therefrom. 
All grades having an excess of over 
ured berries must be boxed, or sacked, 
and branded as loose Muecatelle. 


All boxes, sacks, barrels or packages 


of any description must bear the crowns 
corresponding to their respective gradee.
